Wdsy, Novemter 2?, I963 at pm Kanrln Johnson 879 and myself, while 

vorkinpr as partners, vent into the Dales C»fo, located at 3007 Lemrai Avenue, to 
eat lunch. Johnson and I sat dow> at the table and looked at the mnu, I told 
Johnson to order for me thet X was gcdng to call the office and tell them that 
ve vould be out at this location, I called the office and talked to Lt. Wells. 
I told ^t. Viells that ve vould be out to eat, and the Lieutenant informed me that 
the President had been ^ot and to return to the office immediately. I hung 
up the phone, told Johnson that the President had been &iot, and ve vere to return 
to the office immediately. We pot into our car and returned to the city hall 
and oin: office. 

Upon our return to the office Lt. VJells told us to report to Kim and Houston. 
Va pot into our car and drove to Kim and Houston and arrived there approximately 
1?!?0 pm. reteetive Johnson and myself entered the building, Texas Book Deposi- 
tory, and vent directly to the 6th floor vhere ve contacted Captain 7riti. 
CsTitaln Fritz put Johnson protectinj; part of the scene on the 6th floor and my- 
self protectlnp the part of the scene vhera the windov vas that the shootinf! took 
place. I remained at this location In the Texas Book Depositoiry on the 6th 
floor until Est. Studetaker of the crime lab search section had dusted the 
windov s and surrounding boxes for prints. I found a long brown paper sack 
looking item that looked homemade. It vas benoath and to the left of the window 
vhero the shooting took place. I believed this to be the container Ihat the 
rifle Oswald used vas in. Det. Studebaker dusted this item and initialed it. 
Dat. Johnson and myself initialed it also. Det. Johnson bad a Dr. Pepper bottle 
that wan In the area of the scene that he was protecting. Cot. Studebaker dusted 
this item for prints. Approxinataly i'JO pn upon completion of the work of 
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the Crime Scone Search Section, Det. Johnson and myself took the Er. ^ofper 
tottle and the brown paper sack looking item to crime laboratory on the lith floor 
of the city hall. Det. "^ohnson carried the bottle and I carried the sack to the 
car. Dat. Johnson vas driving the car. I held all items frox the Texas Book 
Depository to the crime lab. Upon our arrival at llie crime lab, these two 
items ware turned over to Det. H, R. Villlams of the crime lab. Tet. Jdinson 
and myself then returned to our office on the 3rd floor of the city hall. 

We arrived back at o)ir office approximately 3tOO pm. From then until 2iOO an 
November ?3, I963 I answered the telephone and assisted in bringing Oswald from 
the ,1ail to our office and back to the Jail, At 2tOO am November ?3, I963 
I was told by Captain Frits to go home and return at 8tOO am. At 81 00 am on 
November 23, 1963 I returned to the office. I answered the phone and stood by 
for further orders. At 12»30 pm on November 23. 1963 Det. Johnson and myself 
were told by Lt. T, p. Wells to go to the Oak Cliff Cab Co. at Tavis and Tyler 
Streets and contact a driver by the name of W. W. Scoggins and bring him to the 
city hall. Upon our arrival at the cab company we were advised that this 
driver was standing by the cab stand at the Adolphus Hotel at Commerce and Akard. 
This driver Soopglns was advised to meet us at the Tellow Cab Co. office at 
610 S. Akard. Upon our arrival at 610 3. Akard we contacted V. W. Scoggins. 
The cab supervisor on duty at 610 S. Akard tolt? Det. ^ohnson and myself that 
there was another driver on duty at this time that had said he had picked Oswald 
up at the Greyhound Bus Station. We advised this supervisor that we needed to 
talk with this driver also. The supervisor contacted the driver and had him to 
reT.ort to the office at 6IO S. Akard. The driver, Bill Vhaley, came to the 
office and Pet. Johnson, V. W. Scoggins, Bill Whaley and nyself returned to the 
city hall to our office at I130 pm. 
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TTpon our arrival at our office I took Bill Khaley into Captain Nichols- 
office In the Auto Theft Bureau to take an affidavit of fact from hln, Mr. 
^■haley pnve an affidavit to the .ffaot that h. had picked 0^,u ,t the 
nreyhoun^ Pus Station at IJ.JO pn on Movmber 22, 1963 and let Oswald out in 
the ?00 Plk.of North T^eckley at 12,1,5 vm on November 2?, 1963. The affidavit 
was typed ur, by Patsy Collins and was notarized by her when Mr. hhaley signed 
It. Mr. V-haley and Mr. Sco^glns were then returned to the T.Uow Cab offic, 
at 610 3, Akard by other officers from our bureau. 

I stood by the office answering the telephone and awaiting further orders. 
At 9.30 pm on Noverf,er 23. 1963 I was advised by Captain Fritz to po home and 
return to the office at 8iOO an on Moveniber 2L, I963. 

I rotumed to the office at 8tOO am and reported for duly. I answered the 
phone and stood by for further orders. At 9»30 am DetecUves Leavelle and 
Graves went up to the 5th floor jail and brought Oswald down to Captain Fritz's 
office at Which time Cartain mtz started Interrogating him. Present at this 
interropatlon, to the best of my knowledge, were Kr. Kelly of Secret Servieei 
Mr. Holmes, Postal Inspector) Kr. Sorrells of Secret Pervlce, Captain Fritz, 
detectives C. N. Dhorlty, J. R. Leavelle. L. C. Craves and myself. This 
Interrogation lasted until app-oximately 11,15 «, .t which time 1, along with 
the others, was advised by Captain Fritz that we were going to transfer Oswald.
